Welland mobile home 
fire under investigation 

A fire at 335 Biggar Rd. in Welland 
Sunday morning has caused about 
$20,000 in damages. 

Fire and emergency services were 
called to the scene at about 10:30 a.m. 
Two men were inside the home when the 
fire started, but exited without injuries. 

Welland Fire and Emergency Services 
deputy chief Adam Ekhart said the fire 
caused damage to half of mobile home. 
He said there was a wood burning 
appliance inside the home, but the fire is 
under investigation and the cause is not 
known yet. 

About 35 firefighters worked to 
extinguish the fire. Niagara Falls Fire 
Department also responded with a tanker 
truck of water because the location 
doesn't have fire hydrants. 

Ekhart said a dog that lives at the 
home re-entered the building while 
firefighters were working on the scene. 

He said the dog followed one of the 
firefighting crews into the building and 
suffered from smoke inhalation. 

"We called the SPCA to help him out...
